Busing isstrictly irrelevant 
to quality education for the 
black society. It is simply 
the extension in the pro- 
gramming of the Asian rev- 
olution against the white 
society and its ideological 
composition. Proposing that~ 
Congress accept the respon- 
sibility by using Constitu- 
tional authority of the Four- 
tecnth Amendment to clear 
up the confusion which con- 
tradictory court orders have 
created for alleged national 
standards is shifting respon- 
sibility, and it places Tricky 
Dicky Nixon in the same lea- 
gue with Pontius Pilate, who 
symbolically | washed his 
hands of the anti-Christ af-

Demeaning the white soc- 
iety is suffocation of pro- 
gress. What Fredrick Mos- 
teller, Daniel P. Moynihan, 
Daniel Cohen and their Ivy 
League stratgist conceives 
as solution to Negro retar- 
dation in the ghetto comm- 
unity is strictly out of pro- 
portion with comparable 
need in the  grass-root 
section of the nation and 
the Deep South. When big 
industry invited blacks to 
participate in a learning 
program established under 
public education, too little 
interest was shown on the 
part of the blacks. In add- 
ition, the capacity or ori- 
ent in the program left the 
blacks lagging, this institu- 
ted new policy to forge 
younger generations of 


blacks into a new harness, 
and busing was a portion of 
the solution, then came the 
Child Advocacy Bill on the 
heels of Day Care Centers 
from the parent of Head 
Start. 

A UPI report 12/3/71 
states: “A nation-wide sur- 
vey shows Negroes fall 12 to 
16 per cent below the nat- 
ional average in knowledge 
of science.” “Harvard uni- 
versity reports the gap, at 
the end of 1971 leaves the 
black student three and a 
half years behind the aver- 
age white student.” Stated 
by Joseph Alsop 3/21/72. 
What is obvious is outside 
the rhetoric: only time can 
make a brilliant diamond 
from black carbon: and on- 
ly a supernatural act can do 
more than human hypothe- 
ses had ability to conjure. 
False doctrine is bondage to 
undesirable reaping, it cod- 
dies the beggar while the 
self-supporting and frugal are 
penalized and compelled to 
subsidize the canceling of his 
own destiny. In this, the 
the white society is justi- 
fied toproclaim their maj- 
ority rights by all expedi- 
ency.

THE FIERY CROSS MAY 1972 


; Dear Friends, 


i am writing you a letter of 
apology today, because for many 
years | thought you to be wrong, 
and said so. Now | realize that 
you were right, so | must summ- 
on up my courage, admit my 
mistake, and pray it is not 
too late to make amends. 

You had a manner of living 
which separated the races. | had 
been told by “‘smart people” that, 
this was evil. | accepted their 
judgement because | thought 
these people knew best. They 
told me your policy was arbi- 
trary and cruel, and that to de- 
fend your actions, you had in- 
vented myths and rumors about 
blacks which were false. They 
told me that ail people should 
link themselves arm in arm and 
march together toward a bright 
new day of brotherhood and 
love. It sure sounded good. Well, 
|i marched with them, and ! 
have paid the price. It was a 
very costly lesson. 

Open housing and mixed nei- 
ghborhoods sounded so brother- 
ly, | fell for that line, And as 
the blacks came in, fear came 
with them. Streets were no lon- 
ger safe, even in daylight. Wom- 
en were raped, men were left 
bleeding in the gutters, homes 
were burglarized repeatedly. De- 
cent law-abiding whites, in fear 
for their fives and property, fled. 
And | looked on as fine old homes 
were torn apart, crawling with 
rats and roaches, reeking with 
urine and decay. Neighborhoods 
which had tradition and mean- 
ing became savage jungles in a 
few short years. 

Public accomodation facilities 
also felt the intrusion of the 
“smart people’. Rest rooms be- 
came pig pens, the neighbor- 
hood tavern became a place of 
fights and stabbings. Loud balck 
voices mouthing obscenities were 
heard in stores, theaters, hotels 
and even churches. And the 
“smart people” smiled, and said 
it was good. Transportation sys- 
tems became unpleasant and ev- 
en dangerous. Drug-crazed blacks, 
thirsting for white man’s blood, 
assaulted and robbed drivers and 
passengers alike. Riders were 
compelled to sit next to foul 
smelling, unwashed ‘“‘soul broth- 
ers. And the “smart people”, 
driving their airconditioned Cad- 
illacs in the suburbs sang, “Ev- 
erybody get together, got to 
love one another right now!” 

They looked at our educa- 
tional system and decided to 
change it. When little white 
children would not voluntarily 
leave their local schools for the 
dubious benefits of “an inte- 
grated learning experience,” they 
were forcibly bused. Beatings, 
stabbings, robberies and rapes, 
destruction of property and ass- 
aults on teachers became a way 
of life. Some silly white girls, 
to prove they were “‘free-think- 
ers’’, willingly surrendered them- 
selves to satisfy lustful blacks 
who used them and then scorn- 
ed them. And the “smart peo- 
ple” arranged for these mongrel 
children to be adopted by white 
liberals who are sillier than the 
girls were, because they should 
know better. Now with our cit- 
ies in shambles, with crime, 
venereal disease and illegitimacy

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NATIONAL ROUNDUP OF BUSING NEWS 


PONTIAC, MICH. — “The 
White kids are being mobbed by 
roving gangs,” complained Mrs. 
Irene McCabe, leader of the 
National Action Group here. She 
urged a boycott of schools. 

Nine mothers were arrested 
who chained themselves to a 
school bus parking area. ‘‘We are 
going to be as tough on people 
who we arrest as we can be,” said 
Mayor Jackson. 

Parents and taxpayers have 

established ‘‘neighborhood 
academies” to educate their 
children. Every effort will be 
made to make the private schools 
meet all state requirements. 
“We're not even asking for 
money yet,” said Mrs. Elsie 
Bigger, “yet people are so ex- 
cited and relieved that their kids 
will receive an education in a 
good neighborhood school, they 
want to help as much as possible. 
I honestly feel that our schools 
will be in better shape by the time 
we are finished than most public 
schools.” 
Leader Irene McCabe pointed out 
the usefulness of peaceful 
demonstrations and deplored the 
earlier dynamitthg and 
destruction of 10 school buses by 
persons unknown. 


SAVANNAH, GA. — Schools 
opened with a heavy boycott of 
classes. Aroused parents staged 
a Freedom of Choice motorcade 
down the main street of the city. 


BESSEMER, ALA. — The 
entire school board resigned in 
protest against the insane busing 
“orders” of a federal judge. 


SAN BERNARDINO, CAL. — 
A blind White boy walked into a 
restroom in San Bernardino High 
and was viciously attacked and 
knocked unconscious by a gang of 
Blacks who robbed him. His glass 
eye fell out of its socket. The boy 
was rescued by a friend, who 
noticed his attackers standing 
around, smoking and ignoring the 
boy on the floor. 

A white girl was attacked and

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held on the floor by Black girls 
who threatened to lacerate her 
face with razors. They cut the 
initials, ‘‘BP’’ (for ‘Black 
Power’’) on her thigh. No action 
was taken against her attackers. 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. — 50 
Hammond Secondary School 
pupils were suspended amid 
continuing racial disorder that 
has led to numerous arrests of 
students. An estimated 50 percent 
of the entire student body was 
reported absent. 

At George Washington 
Secondary School, 20 Black male 
students jumped several White 
boys. School officials have been 
forced to re-route a bus after an 
attack on White girls by Black 
youths. The girls were threatened 
sexually and cursed. The school 
information officer said, ‘We 
recognize that when this happens 
the day is lost as an educational 
experience for the victim.” 

NORFOLK, VA. — Public 
schools here have lost more than 
4000 students — most of them 
White — while private schools 
are mushrooming and turning 
applicants away. Public school 
officials voice fear that the school 
system could lose up to $800,000 in 
state aid to education if 
enrollment does not increase. 
Negro students now make up 44 
percent of total school 
enrollment. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND. — 
Several hundred White students 
were bused to the previously all- 
Black Crispus Attucks High 
School and joined an estimated 
1000 Black students. 

LUBBOCK, TEX. — The city 
council extended indefinitely a 
sundown to sunrise curfew that 
was passed following the slaying 
of a Black teen-ager at an in- 
tegrated high school. Three 
policemen have been injured in 
race riots. 

MILFORD, IND. — So far, the 
Amish have established 46 
private schools in Indiana to 
avoid forced busing and in- 
tegration which threatens the 
stability of the Amish families. 

PITTSBURGH, PA. — 
Allegheny and Oliver High 
schools were closed for a period 
of time because of rioting bet- 
ween Whites and Blacks. 

DALLAS; TEX. — An appallec 
citizenry learned that massive 
busing was being planned for 
Dallas. Anti-busing groups 
sprang up throughout the city. No 
fewer than 200,000 Dallasites 
signed petitions opposing forced 
busing but this was ignored by a 
federal judge. 

MOBILE, ALA. — Court- 
ordered busing has completely 
disrupted Davidson High, says a 
teacher. Much of the band has 
been forced out of the school, 27 
members of the football squad, 
and the president of the student 
council. Social activities have 
completely ceased. 
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We ara nat alone in this battle; President 
Nixon, Gov. Reagan, Mayor Alieto, even 
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Bilingual pamphiet distributed in Chinatown. 


Chinese parents deliver youngsters to first day of “Freedom 
School” (Community Alternative School). More than one thou- 
sand pupils were accommodated. Similar private schools for 
many more are being arranged.

LAS VIRGENES, CALIF. — 
The school district here pulled 
out of an inter-cultural student 
exchange program with the Los 
Angeles District because of fear 
among parents that it would 
develop into forced busing. 


EVANSVILLE, IND. — The 
school district here refused to go 
along with the desegregation 
plans of HEW on the grounds that 
a clarification of the President's 
position was required. HEW will 
move to terminate the city’s 
federal school aid. 

HOBSON CITY, ALA. — Gov. 
George Wallace arrived in this 
all-Negro community saying, 
‘I'm giving Mr. Nixon an op- 
portunity to prove whether or not 
he believes in what he says — 
neighborhood schools.” A federal 
judge ordered the pairing of an 
all-Negro school here with a 
White school in Oxford, Ala. 

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — Costs 
of the biggest busing program in 
the entire South are estimated at 
$3.8 million at the start -— in- 
cluding the purchase of 526 buses, 
and $500,000 every yeer 
thereafter. 


Poll Shows 


Forced Busing 


Undemocratic 


PRINCETON, N.J., September 
12 — The Gallup Poll today has 
disclosed the amazing fact that 
only 18 percent of the American 
people support forced busing to 
achieve integration, yef it is 
supported by most politicians and 
bureaucrats. 


A full 76 percent of the public 
oppose busing and only 6 percent 
are undecided. 

Aclose study of the statistics in 
the breakdown shows that those 
who favor busing are those who 
are least involved with it — those 
who live in the suburbs and those 
who are college trained. The 
people, Black and White, who are 
affected by the problem, by-and- 
large are not in favor of it. 

Evidence of the keen interest in 
the issue is the fact that 94 per- 
cent of the persons interviewed 
said that they had heard or read 
about forced busing, a per- 
centage that far exceeded that 
recorded for many other 
domestic issues. 

in spite of the tremendous 
majority of Americans who 
oppose forced busing, it is being 
speeded up and expanded 
throughout the Nation by 
unrepresentative liberal judges 
who owe their jobs to the highly 
organized, special-interest 
minority pressure groups, such 
as the NAACP, which had them 
appointed by compliant 
politicians. 
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More than ten years ago 
we began writing members 
of the United States Senate 
and House of Representa- 
tives in an effort to warn 
them of the moral dangers 
inherent in our membership 
in the United Nations. We 
continued to write them de- 
spite their all too evident 
determination to resist our 
warnings. We believed, and, 
we think rightly, that some 
of what we were telling them 
would be retained by the 
most reluctant minds to be- 
come availbale to them when 
disaster struck. 

They had been beguilded 
into the Vietnam war by 
traitorous men in highest 
positions in government. As 
they tried desperately to ex- 
tricate the country from 
that involvement, they were 
told by the same traitors 
that they had no power to 
get us out: they were defied 
and derided until they re- 
pealed the Tonkin Gulf Re- 
solution.

The United States 
is the only member nation 
of the U.N. which has such 
a provision in its basic doc- 
uments.

RIOTING IS LEGAL 


Nations laws as they are 
stated in Article 25 of the 
Charter, to: 

“accept and carry out the 
decisions of the Security 
Council” and those of the 
General Assembly regardless 
of what those decisions may 
be. 

A recent incident explains 
how this works. The Secur- 
ity council several years ago 
“decided” on an embargo 
against Rhodesia. ““We’’ em- 
bargoed! Then it became 
clear that in the event of war 
we would be dependent on 
Soviet chrome for absolute 
necessities, and Congress re- 
pealed the section covering 
chrome. This was a flagrant 
violation of our “solemn 
treaty” and the President 
vetoed the legislation in ca- 
cordance with his U.N. ob- 
ligation. Congress passed the 
law over the veto and the 
United Nations roundly cri- 
ticized and CONDEMNED 
this action of Congress. Con- 
gress, at an earlier date, had 
rescinded the US contribu- 
tion to the U’N’ Internation- 
al Labor Organization. This 
too, was a violation of our 
treaty agreement. Congress 
finally reduced the appro- 
priations to the United Na- 
tions itself and is threaten- 
ing further reductions. This 
is all in violation of United 
Nations law, which has been 
upheld by the World court. 
We can by U.N. law be for- 
ced to pay these assessments 
plus penalty for refusing to 
pay up. 

A Resolution of the Se- 
curity Council or General 
Assembly is the same thing 
as a law of Congress. It is 
handed down to the head of 
State of a member nation 
(the President) who must, 
put it into effect within his 
borders. 

TEACH ONLY WHAT YOU

The United Nations Ed- 
ucational, Social and Cultur- 
al Organization (UNESCO) 
a specialized agency of the 
United Nations, was assign-

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Death Trap 


U.S. Probe Reveals 
Millions Of Kids Ride In Peril 


When you let your child step 
onto a school bus, you could be 
signing his death warrant or at 
least taking a chance on his being 
injured or maimed for life, 
charges John H. Reed, chairman 
of the National Transportation 
Safety Board. 

“School buses are built to keep 
out the rain but not for safety,” 
he charges. 

The board reports there were 
39,000 accidents last year in- 
volving school buses and in these 
more than 30 children were 
killed. 

Not only have tests proven the 
buses to be unsafe but many of 
the vehicles are being driven by 
operators who have no business 
behind the wheel of a car, let 
alone handling a bus full of 
children. 

But it is not only the drivers, it 
is the buses themselves which are 
all too often .heaps of junk, 
comments Chairman Reed. 

“The rivets holding the body to 
the chassis are spaced so far 
apart that about all they do is 
keep out the snow and rain,” he 
says of many buses. “The least 
impact and the body tears loose 
leaving great pieces of jagged 
metal that cut and kill the 
passengers.” 

He points out that one in- 
vestigation following a fatal 
crash showed rivets in the body 
were placed so far apart they 
barely held the bus together. 

A- study of a school-bus ac- 
cident in Huntsville, Ala., has 
previously ‘led to passage of 
special school-bus safety- 
inspection legislation and the 
recall of a “large number of 
brake master cylinders by 
General Motors Corp. the chassis 
maker,” Reed said 

One of the inspectors told 
reporters after the investigation, 
“The bus was about as solid as a 
sardine can and should never 
have been alowed to carry 
children or other passengers. 

“I am sure the bus owners did 
not know the faults in design, and 
furthermore, I am sure there was 
no one standing over the 


designers insisting on structural 
quality.” 

‘Companies making these 
buses know this and so instead of 
seeing how well they can make a 
school bus, they see on what they 
can skimp which will not show up 
on a casual inspection.” 

Reed and other members of his 
board would like to see standard 
safety specifications set up right 
across the country. 

The chairman said it has been 
suggested tnat school buses be 
equipped with safety belts but 
pointed out that under present 
conditions this would be a wasted 
effort. 

“The seats are so insecure that 
any minor force would pull them 
loose from their moorings. 

“Until the buses themselves 
are safer, seatbelts are a waste of 
effort and money,” he said. 

The board maintains that the 
lives of children going to school 
by bus will continue to be in 
constant danger until decent, 
afe vehicles are manufactured, 
and until schoolbus drivers are 
not only checked out thoroughly, 
but are also examined at regular 
intervals. 

The head of the safety board 
pointed out that in almost all 
cases school buses are not made 
by the major car manufacturers. 

“They only provide the 
chassis,” he said. 

“In most instances the bus 
itself is made by much smaller 
companies who make trailers.” 

They buy at the cheapest prices 
possible. In most cases they don’t 
realize their economy drive is a 
menace to the lives of the 
children of their areas. 

“Gur children are our most 
important investment,’’ Reed 
says, “and the time is long 
overdue for a shake-up in the 
entire school-bus manufacturing 
industry and school-bus 
operations.” 

Reed placed a great deal of the 
blame for the unsafe buses on 
local school boards. 


ttt 
Earuer widespread publicity 
about a bus full of school children 
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which was discovered to have the 
gas intake tube stuffed with an 
old rag in lieu of a gas cap 
acurately described the vehicle 
as a ‘Tolling molotov cocktail.” 
Yet two days later horrified 
parents in Chinatown discovered 
the wide open gas tank on a bus 
about to leave with a dozen or so 
children. 

The discoverer, Mrs. Victor 
(Maurine) Koltugin, Education 
chairman of PARENTS & 
TAXPAYERS, also noted that the 
bus had no fire extinguisher ir 
the rack as required by law. At 
this point she physically kept her 
arm in the door refusing to let the 
driver close it and drive off. The 
parents demanded the unloading 
of the children and their transfer 
to another bus. For forcing the 
defective bus out of service, the 
parents were called ‘‘demon- 
strators” by school personnel and 
the press dutifully printed it. 
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rising daily, with our schools in 
chaos and our universities fea- 
turing the clenched fist of Black

U.N. Resolutions come 
down to us through a chain 
of command, from the Pres- 
ident through the Secretar- 
ies of State or defense, or 
from the Justice Depart- 
ment, to the proper auth- 
orities at State levels: from 
there to County and local 
authorities. Our local pol- 
ice should be contacted and 
warned of the source of the 
laws which prohibit law en- 
forcement as it has been 
known throughout histroy 
of this nation. 

The secret activities of 
the United Nations and its 
authority over the lives of 
our people must be termin- 
ated. Every U.S. Senator 
and Representative should 
be made aware of the U.N. 
Resolution of March 26, 
and it should be impressed 
upon them that this is the 
law. When they eventually 
understand it, perhaps they 
will take action to inves- 
tigate and rescind the Unit- 
ed Nations Treaty, its vari- 
ous agencies and their Res- 
olutions whichsupersede and 
nullify acts of Congress and 
of the State Legislatures.

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Attorneys throughout the 
country to prosecute Klan 
members for supposed federal 
violations. Morris Dees has 
even indicated that he intends 
to attempt the placing of his 
sympathizers into Klan 
groups for the purpose of 
gathering information for 
him. Morris Dees has also 
stated that anyone who feels 
himself to be a victim of ‘Klan 
violence’ may contact the 
KLANWATCH program and 
Morris Dees will attempt to 
get that person an attorney. 

The KLANWATCH 
program is extremely 
dangerous to American 
freedom in general.

will soon be racked by 
internal strife of great 
magnitude and there is ample 
evidence on every hand to 
support this contention. The 
reasons or excuses for the 
coming violence are many and 
varied. Thousands of 
Communist terrorists have 
been admitted into this 
country. among the hords of 
refugees, the overloading of 
the welfare programs by 
‘minorities’ which will soon 
collapse and the pressure 
against the negro for jobs by 
these refugees. 

Today, every major city in 
America is on the brink of 
open race war with rioting 
looting and burning, 
especially in the areas where 
the influx of the aliens have 
been greatest. As America 
slides into the greatest 
recession since the ‘great 
depression’, the government 
will become unable to care for 
this vast horde. We have 
already seen serious trouble in 
Florida, Texas and California. 
Soon, if the soaring interest 
rates continue, America’s blue 
collar workers will join the 
unemployed as thousands of 
businesses become bankrupt.

If you do not 
have a serviceable weapon, 
acquire a LEGAL weapon 
with an abundant supply of 
ammunition (1,000 rounds as a 
minimum). Formulate 
contingency plans with your 
friends and neighbors if they 
are reliable - if they aren’t 
you'd better move, if possible. 


If there are any survival 
groups in your area, check 
them out carefully and if they 
are legitimate, join one of 
these groups as there is 
definitely safety in numbers. 


However, be very careful 
about joining any organization 
and run, don’t walk, away 
from them if anyone 
approaches you to purchase an 
illegal weapon or to perform 
any illegal act. 


Remember, the people who 
prepare for the worst now will 
possibly be the only survivors 
when the ‘revolution is over!’

ADL Still Fights ‘yellow pages’ For Fundamentalist Christians.

The Anti-Defamation 
League (ADL) is continuing to 
pursue its suit against the 
“Christian Yellow Pages” in 
Los Angeles Superior Court 
while supporting the existence 
of “Jewish Yellow Pages” 
elsewhere. 

The Christian Yellow Pages 
are supported by the non- 
profit Family of Faith 
Foundation of Modesto. The 
growing popularity of the 
fundamentalist Christian 
movement has led the 
Christian Yellow Pages to 
expand its coverage from 30 to 
60 communities nationwide. 

The basis for the ADL suit 
is that the publication is 
exclusionary because - 
advertisers must sign a 
statement saying that they are 
born-again Christians. On the 
other hand, the ADL claims 
that the Jewish Yellow Pages 
are not exclusionary, but 
merely- use an acceptable 
“gimmick” to appeal to their 
audience. 

W.R. Tomson, leader of the 
Family of Faith Foundation, 
has said “We have no quarrel 
with the Jewish Yellow Pages. 
We simply ask that we be 
guaranteed the equal 
protection of the laws. We 
believe that Christians - no 
less than Jews, blacks, 
Mexican-Americans or any 
other minority - should have

the right to declare 
membership in a particular 
community to those interested 
and to make such a 
declaration in a commercial! as 
well as non-commercial 
context.” 

The strength of the growing 
Christians movement. in 
America, brought to light (and 
often distorted) by the 
Establishment media during 
the recent election campaign, 
has led to new interest in the 
“Christian market.” Christian 
businesses have found it to be 
good business to proclaim 
their faith with Christian- 
oriented slogans or symbols, 
especially in the South and the 
far West. One private research 
group has even developed a 
study called “Profile of the 
Christian Marketplace ’80.” 

Of course, the fact that 
Christians produce goods and 
services doesn’t guarantee a 
better product of a better 
price. However, many people - 
and not just born-again 
Christians - seem to feel that 
they will be treated more 
fairly by businessmen who 
believe in and practice 
Christian ethics than one who 
does not. 

There is no doubt that the 
Christian movement is having 
an effect on the business 
world. Take the example of a 
number of money-losing radio 
stations that “converted” to a 
Christian format and became 


money-makers. Or the line of 
sportswear that uses the 
Christian dove of peace as a 
trademark and is now being 
marketed in 850 stores 
nationwide - perhaps it’s time 
for the Izod alligator to move 
over? 

Witness, too, the 
experimental Christian- 
oriented night at Disneyland 
which has become a biannual 
event. The managers were 
overjoyed to have a large, 
trouble-free crowd and the

TEL AVIV, Israel—Former 
Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan said that the quality of 
America’s armed forces is low 
and that this has hampered ef- 
forts to improve U.S. military 
capability in the Middle East. 

Dayan said in an Israel 
Television interview that the 
U.S. armed forces up to the 
rank of sergeant were made 
up “mostly by blacks who 
have low intelligence and low 
education.” 

“Their army is made up 
only by volunteers,’ Dayan 
said, adding that he believes 
the United States must 
reinstitute at least a partial 
draft to improve quality. 
“They have to ensure that 
fresh blood and better brains

Pentagon officials in 
Washington have said the

Since then, the obelisk, of- 
ficially called the Liberty 
Monument, has been a rally- 
ing point for such white 
supremacy groups as the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

Black activists don’t like it. 

“This monument, because 
of what it symbolizes, has long 
been a source of divisiveness 
in our community,” Morial 
said in a statement. 

He said the obelisk, about 10 
feet tall and mounted on a 
wide base, would be taken 
down and stored. 

The City Council was not 
consulted about the descision 
to dismantle the monument, 
however, and councilmen said 
they expected some citizen 
complaints. 


About half of the city’s 
population is black and Morial 
apparently has the authority 
to have the obelisk removed 
with or without the council’s 
OK. 

The inscription on the 
monument refers to the 
“carpetbag government” and 
says in part that national elec- 
tions of 1876 “recognized 
white supremacy in the 
South.” 

The statue also is decorated 
with spray-paint grafitti say- 
ing such things as “Black 
Power.” 

The monument was taken 
down in the 1960s during con- 
struction of a nearby conven- 
tion center. It was put back up 
again in 1970.

FBI UNIFORM CRIME REPORT 


Facts Disprove . 
Myths On 
Handgun Control 


The issue of gun control has 
been bantered about both in 
letters and editorials. 

The figures that support the 
following came from the 1979 
FBI Uniform Crime Report. 
The overall violent crime rate 
increased 10 percent between 
1978 and 1979. However, in 
keeping with a trend that 
started in 1974, firearms use in 
violent crime fell. The report 
reveals that, contrary to the 
claims of the National Coali- 
tion to Ban Handguns, cities 
which have the most restric- 
tive gun ordinances also have 
the highest violent crime rate 
per capita. 

St. Louis ws the most 
violent big city (over 500,000 
population) with 2,131 crimes 
of violence per 100,000 per- 
sons, St. Louis requires police 
permission for the purchase of 
a handgun and prohibits carry- 
ing one openly or concealed. 
Following St. Louis in the 
scale of violence are 
Baltimore, Boston, New York, 
San Francisco, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Washington, New 
Orleans and Los Angeles. Of 
these only New Orleans has 
substantial freedom in pur- 
chasing firearms. 

Between 1974 and 1979 
firearm involvement in all 
violent crime fell 14 percent. 
Take particular note of the 
fact that the total number of 
firearms owned by the public 
rose significantly during this 
period. Despite the conten- 
tions of anti-gun groups that 
firearms crime rises with 
availability, this same 5-year 
period saw the addition of 10 
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to 12 million handguns and 20 
to 22 million long guns into 
the domsetic market. 

Also, there is an inverse 
relationship between robbery 
rates and ownership of 
firearms. It appears that the 
suspected absence of guns in 
the home acts as an incentive 
for residential robbery 
whereas the same does not 
hold true for banks and 
businesses, since under even 
the strictest laws such places 
are allowed firearms. 

Control advocates claim that 
squelching availability will 
reduce felonies. The FBI 
statistics indicate exactly the 
opposite.

Unfortunately, there seems 
to be very little sanity left in 
the U.S. or Florida and the 
way of life in the Sunshine 
State continues to break 
down.

The rest is history and is record- 
ed in numerous valumes dedicated 
to the Third Reich and World War 
SELIL Tt is from his mork “Mein 
Kampf" (My Struggle} and from its 
theories baing put into practice 


that today's definitions of 
“Nazism" stem. 
Zevedi Barbus in his books 


Democracy and Dictatorship de- 
fines "Nazism" as "a dictatorship 
ef the right-wing elementy a anli- 
tical organization based on exclu- 
Sivist and aggressive nationalism 
under the personal dictatorship 
of a leader, From the eclitical 
point of views Nazism is character- 
ized by the concentration of 
Jute power in the hands of a lea- 
fer who exercises totalitarian 
power by means of his own party or- 
ganized in a military manner. It 
15 a typical one party system in 
which democratic electoral methods 
are replaced by occasional plebes- 
cites on issues selectea by the 
leader." . 

In this definition of Naziems 
we find fous teu words in which to

Shelby County High School 
Principal Sam Chandler sat dawn 
this spring and wrote a message fo 
the school’s gradwating seniors. 

The messages printed in the 
June 4 edition of the school news- 
papers the Orbit Neuss talked 
about the futures education» 
peace-the standard advice for 
young people going out into fhe 
world. 

But it was the part about in- 
terracial dating that got rhe prin- 
cipal in hot water. 


"I don’t feel that God meant 


for the white and black races to 
mix in dating or in marriage" 
Chandler wrote. "Some will dis- 
agree with me on this point, 


Neverthelesss I just feel veru 
firmly that we should accept one 
another in many areas» but not 
totally as one would accept one in 
marriage." 


Last week a group led bu a 
black minister complained to the 
Shelby County school boards which 


reprimanded Chandler. 


And the ministers the Rev. 
Piouis Coleman» said yesterday that 
he had written to state Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 
Alice McDonald and Gov. Martha 
Layne Collins asking for a state 


investigation of the principal. 

"I think the man needs to 
be disciplined" Coleman said yes- 
terday. “He needs to be taken off 
his job for some time to think 
about what he’s said." 

Coleman said he didn’t think 
much of the school board's resori- 
mand because it was accompanied by 
a statement in which. the board 
said it “emphatically expresses 
its support of Mr. Chandler in his 
role as the educational leader" of 
the school. 

"In one little sentences the 
board said that he (Chandler) had 
apologizeds" Coleman said. gii 
haven't heard him apologize to any- 
one. The board is really given 
him a pat on the back.“ 

In the letter to McDonald and 


Collins» Coleman said that Chand- 
ler had “ahistorical pattern of 
negative race relations: actions 
and comments." 

The letter specifically men- 


tioned a test that was given at 
the school tast gears then dropped 
because some parents said if was 
offensive and racist. The Bove 
Counterbalance Intelligence Test 
drew complaints because of ques- 
tions about a welfare mother’s get- 
ting pregnant, the portrayal of a 
black man as a cotton picker and 
the use of words such as "spook" 
to refer to blacks. 


Chandler said yesterday that 


"my intentions were misinter- 
preted" and that the message t. 
seniors "was certainly not meant 


to be racist."

"because of problems we haa this 
year with interracial dating) more 
this yean than in any other of the 
nine years I've been here. 


The "probleas" have been 
that parents» both black and 
whites came into his office to com- 
plain that their children were da- 
ting someone of another races 
Chandler said. He added that he 
also had received complaints from 
students involved ‘in interracial 
dating who said they were shunned 
by others of their own race. 

"IT touched on a number of 
topics" in the messager Chandler 
said. "One did concern the fact 
that I thought all men are created 
equal in the eyes of God sand that 
we must all learn to accept one 
another...howevers I did add the 


fact that I thought interracial 
dating is not good, 
“The point I was frying fo 


society does not 
accept interracial dating and if 
they're going to do that» they 
have to prepare themselves for the 
fact that society doesn’t accept 
ite”

Chandler said that if he were 
writing the message again he 
would leave out any mention of 
interrcial dating. But he said he 
had received many calls of support 
from white parents and from black 
parents: some of whom said that 
Coleman did not speak for most 
blacks in Shelby County. Chamdier 
declined to name any of the people 
who called. 

Abart th -gertent of the stu- 
dent body at Shelby County High is 
black. 

Colemans who lives in 
ville and is minister of the 
Shelby Congregational Methodist 
Church, said he frequently heard 
complaints about teachers’ direc- 
ting racial slurs at black stu- 
dents at the school. 

Chandler disputed that point. 

"I’ve been principal for 10 
yearss and I can’t recall any 
racial problems at ally" he said.

At its peak in Pennsylvania» 
the Ky Klux Klan boasted 300,980 
members. 

"Religious conflict is pre- 
sumed to have ended at the turn of 
the century: said Philip Jenkins» 
an administration of justice asso- 
ciate professor at Penn State Uni- 
versity, But the Pennselvania of 
the 19205 “was sort of like North- 
erp Ireland today because of relia- 
1nus conflict." 

The Klan was expecially 
strong in the western» industrial 
regions of P@nnsylvania such as 
Pittsburg: New Kensingtons Home- 
steady Mount Pleasant: Johnstown 


and Altonnar Jenkins said. 
“In fact: Altonna probably 


had more Kiansmen per head of popu- 
lation than Selma or Birminghams 
Jenkins said in reference to the 
two Alabama cities traditionally 
associated with supremist groups. 

The sentiment was fueled by 
the labor unrest of the times 
especially prevalent in the wes- 
tern coal and steel regions: Jen- 
kins said. 

"In those strikes employers 
usually fried to divide the 
strikers by playing on ethnic con- 
flict" Jenkins saij. “So what 
they'd try to do is they'd give 
the Protestants a better offer: 59 
they'd works and it was just the 
Catholics out on strike."

Today: blacks swim in a city 
owned pool in a black neighbor- 
hood. Whites use the facilities 
at the Terrell County Country 
Clubs which has no black members. 

Wilbur T. Gambleys the county 
commission chairman: who is whites 
said» “I'm going fo quess it’s 
partially caused by both races. 
It’s not black versus whiter but 
it’s by custom and by people want- 
ina to be around their friends.“ 

“People separate from other 
Peopie because they don’t have anu- 
thing iñ commons no common inter- 
ests." 

As for socializing: Melton 
said: blacks have their bars and 
whites theirs. 

Blacks: when askeds say they 
do not care to socialize with 
whites anyway. And so the pat- 
terns established by law in years 
past: continues now by force of 
habit.

Gilbert was arrested at 
18:45 a.m. on Sept, 14 by Commerce 
police officer John Gary on North 
Elm Street under a law prohibiting 
a pedestrian from soliciting rides 
or business. 

Gary arrested Carver on 
North Elm Street on Sept. 27 under 
a law prohibiting pedestrians from 
walking on or aiong a roadway.

U.S. JUDGE TIRES OF 
'GAME' OVER KLAN CASE. 


U.S. District Judge 
William Acker didn't set a 
trial date, but he said the 
Alfonse-Gaston game was over 
for the Ku Klux Klan case the 
criminal prosecution arising 
from disruption of a 1978 
black protest march in 
Decatur. 

The Birmingham federal 
judge said Wednesday he was 
through acting like one of 
the funny Frenchmen, playing 
“after you," with another 
federal judge who has a civil 
suit based on the same Klan 
incident. 


Acker is „handling the 
criminal case in which nine 


Alabama Klansmen were indicted 
two years ago for civil rights 
violations. U.S. District 
Judge Bert Hałtom is in 
charge of the damage suit 
filed in late 1980 against a 
number of Klan members 
including the nine defendants. 

Trial of the criminal 
case has been delayed for 
almost two years by a dispute 
over whether depositions 
(sworn statements) given in 
the civil suit can be used as 
evidence in the criminal 
posecution. 

During the appeals there 
have been motions and order 
calling for action in each 
case to be postponed pending 
outcome of the other. 

The depositions issue 
came up again Wednesday when 
Acker met with defense lawyers 
and Justice Department 
attorneys to prepare for the 
criminal trial. 


The lawyers argued 


whether the appeals court 
decree that the depositions 
could be used as evidence was 
a blanket ruling that also 
covered the legality of 
Haltom's order requiring the 
defendants to give statements 
that might incriminate them. 


Defendants again asked 
for the criminal trial to be 
postponed until the civil suit 
was over and Acker took the 
motion under advisement but 
also said he couldn't see 
waiting on a case that already 
was one of the oldest pending 
in the court. 

Acker took a number of 
other defense motions under 
advisement for a later ruling 
that- he said would not be long 
delayed. 

Roger D. Handley, Grand 
Dragon of the Alabama chapter 
of the Invisible Empire, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
has fought a long and hard 
battle.

Trial scheduled 


A July 17th triel date 
has- been set for a Louisville, 
Ky. Klan member charged with 
holding a roadblock without 
permission. 

A not guilty plea was en- 
tered by Klansman Don Ater Mon- 
day morning in Barren District 
Court, after he was arrested 
by Glasgow Police Sunday while 
attempting to distribute Klan 
literature. 

The Klan came to Glasgow 
Sunday challeging a new ordi- 
nance recently passed by the 
Glasgow City Council governing 
E & R drives. 

Ater was not able to pass 


out one piece of his litera- 
ture before being stopped by 


Glasgow Police Officers who 
questioned Ater on whether he 
had a pemit to distribute the 
literature. Ater replied that 
he did not. Police then told 
him that they would have to 
issue him a citation. Ater 
replied that he was not will- 
ing to accept the citation and 
he was taken to jail. 


He remained in jail for 
about two hours before being 
released on bond to appear in 
court Monday morning. 

During his court appear- 
ance Monday, Ater entered his 
not guilty plea and said the 
plea was made pertaining to a 
Supreme Court ordianace regar- 
ding distribution of litera- 
ture in public places. 

Mayor Honeycutt has used 
every way he can to discrimi- 


nate against the Klan," Ater 
told the Court. 
Mayor Charles Honeycutt 


says the city recently passed 
a law limiting organizations 
to one roadblock a year with 
only local residents allowed 
to participate. 


Jim Kennedy, a Klan offi- 
cial, said Sunday the law was 
enacted after the group passed 
out literature April 13. The 
mayor asked the Klan not to 
come to the city and encour- 
aged residents to ignore them. 

Kennedy claims the law is 
aimed at keeping the Klan out 
of Glasgow and violates mem- 
bers' rights. He cited a Su- 
preme Court ruling from the 
1930s that said public streets 
can be used to distribute li- 
terature. 

"It's directed at us, 
there's no doubt about it," 
said Kennedy, of Louisville. 

Honeycutt says the new 
law does not exclude the Klan 
from handing out its litera- 
ture on city streets, as long 
as they limit it to once a 
year and use local residents. 

Public sentiment has been 
overwhelming in favor of the 
Klan and city residents are re- 
questing the Klan hold a rally 
in Glasgow. Mr. Mayor, enjoy 
your ego trip of trying to dic- 
tate to a segement of society, 
save your pennies the citizens 
are planning to see you in the 
unemployment lines when your 
term expires.

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"SAVE OUR SCHOOLS 


Although the Negro and 
Jewish conspircies are major 
concerns of this ‘organization, 
the greatest problem that 
White patriots in America face 
today is the ever present 
threat of Communism and the 
effort of the Marxist forces 
to strip our children of their 
racial pride, and White Christ- 
ian Heritage.

THWARTED BY MARYLAND BAN ON 


OUTDOOR FIRES 

The Ku Klux Klan, intent 
on a cross lighting last night, 
found an unorthodox way around 
the statewide ban on all out- 
door fires. 

Instead of torching an 
eight-foot cross at a Braddock 
Heights gathering, the group 
strung it with red Christmas 
tree lights. 

Outfitted in their trade- 
mark white robes, they ga- 
thered around the tree in the 
front yard of Klansman David 
"Bullet" Ament's Braddock 
home, and -just after dark- 
plugged it in. 

"This (ban) is something 
that was unforseen," said Mary- 
land Grand Dragon, Samuel C. 
Royer. “And (the law) is a 
good thing as dry as every- 
thing is." 

The State declared - out- 
door fires illegal and seta 
$50 fine for violations. 

Leave it to Sam Royer, he 
will figure out a way to hold 
his Klan functions as planned. 
The Maryland Realm is growing 
thanks to a loyal and dedica- 
ted group.

WORKFARE 
White House Pushes 
“workfare" 
The White House, as part 


of the administration's wel- 
fare revision study, wants 
half a dozen states to set uç 
demonstration projects that re- 
quire all able-bodied welfare 
applicants not needed at hom: 
to care for children to take a 
job, either in private indus- 
try or in the public sector. 

A document outlining "“re- 
form policy goals" given to 
state officials also suggests 
that each state "cap" total 
welfare benefits available to 
a family, that the total cost 
of welfare be cut and that 
benefits be structured so that 
no-one would be better off 
quitting a job (or reducing 
work hours) and going on wel- 
fare. 

The document says that 
the current welfare system pro- 
vides benefits to many people 
who are not poor and that it 
would be cheaper to give every 
poor person enough cash to 
reach .the poverty line.

Ban Immigration Dodge 

One of the more repugnant 
dodges of immigration laws is 
the growing practice of marry- 
ing only for the purpose of be- 
coming a United States resi- 
dent. So we're glad to see Se- 
nator Paul Simon(D-I11) pro- 
pose legislation designed to 
help curb this abuse. 

Normally, foreigners who 
want to obtain a residency per- 
mit commonly known as the 
"green card" must wait five to 
10 years. But under present 
law, an alien who marries a 
U.S. citizen need wait no lon- 
ger than three months. As a 
result, the market for citi- 
zens willing to offer them- 
selves at a price as tickets 
into this country is growing 
rapidly. The price will run 
you as little as a few hundred 
dollars or as much as several 
thousand dollars. 

Nearly an estimated one- 
third of marriages between im- 
migrants and citizens are frau- 
dulent. In 1984, almost 
15,000 aliens entered the coun- 
try under priority status as 
spouses, a 43 percent jump in 
seven years, Simon said. Many 


of these "marriages" are sim- 
ply shells. Others may start 
our seriously, but quickly 


turn into shells as one or the 
other spouse disappears. 

Simon's proposal would re- 
they 
have had a yearlong marriage 
to a U.S. citizen before recei- 


ving a green card. Until 
then, they would be granted a 
conditional status. A re- 


quirement that the couple meet 
before marriage is designed to 
prevent mail-order marriages. 
Violators, including the bro- 
kers who arrange these 
marriages, would face fines 
and up to a year in jail. 

The senator's legislation 
is a good place to start plug- 
ging what has become a na- 
tional embarrassment the open 
flow of illegal immigrants 
across our borders.

Last September 20, Javaid 
I. Chaudhry promised to love, 
comfort and honor Judy Reeks. 
But his pledge was nothing 
more than a sham, a` federal 
grand jury charged yesterday. 

A six-count indictment al- 
leges that the Pakistani-born 


Chaudhry is an illgegal alien 
who defrauded U.S. immi- 
gration officials in an at- 


tempt to stay in the country. 


And his bride, according 
to the indictment, is actually 
an undercover U.S. Immigration 
nd Natrualization Service 
agent who was paid $1000 for 
getting hitched. 

Also indicted for roles 
in the marriage scam were an 
INS employee and a Pakistani- 
born naturalized U.S. citizen 
who arranged the wedding. 

The indictment contends 
that Mohammad Y. Tai, 35, who 
is now a U.S. citizen, offered 
a woman identified as Deborah 
Parkerson $500 to find someone 
to marry an alien. 

Parkerson, however, aler- 
ted government officials, who 
assigned INS.. Special Agent 
Judy Farber to pose as Judy 
Reeks, and pretend to be will- 
ing to marry an alien for 
money. Farber is actually mar- 
ried under her own name. 

The indictment alleges 
Chaudhry, 35, promised Reeks 
she would not have to consum- 
mate the marriage or live with 
him but asked her to put some

indictment says. 

After the ceremony, Tai 
allegedly paid Parkerson $750 
and helped. Chaudhry obtain a 
revised driver's liscense for 
Reeks in the name of Judith 


Chaudhry. 
The indictment charges 
that Tai and Roy D. Wilson, 


63, a contact representative 
at the INS District Office met 
with Reeks to coach her how to 
prepare for an INS interview 


on a petition to grant 
Chaudhry permanent resident 
status. 


As a part of the alleged 
scheme, Chaudhry, a cook ina 
sandwich shop, applied for a 
life insurance policy with 
Reeks as beneficiary and 
opened a joint checking ac- 
count with her. 


The indictment says. the 
marriage was phony and that 
the undercover INS agent and 
Chaudhry never lived together. 
Chief Circuit Judge Harry G. 
Comeford and Judge Donald P. 
O'Connell cooperated with 
federal officials in staging 
the fake marriage.

Ted Helwig presented the case 
to the grand jury.

"I have a job for you," 


Judge Oliver Katzman told 
Charles Martin. He told the

The dilemma is this: Why 
is it that two decades of visi- 
ble black progress, with bil- 
lions spent in welfare and 
training, have also seen the 
explosive rise of an alienated 
black underclass whose root- 
lessness, violence and debased 
values dominate the ghetto? 

One stunning statistic 
illuminates the catastrophe 
- approximately 80 percent of 
all black children in the 
ghetto are born out of wed- 
lock. 
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UNDERCLASS 


The truth is we are up 
against the limits of public 
policy. At the heart of the 
disaster there is a vacuum of 
values. In the ghettos across 
Amnerica, too many young black 
men roam the streets and too 
many young black mothers strug- 
gle alone to raise another gen- 
eration of fatherless black 
youth for reform to come about 
via . traditional politics and 
prograns. 


The black leaders must 
stop dodging the issues of 
black on black crime, they 


- 


must realize the problem is 
progressively worsening. 
Black leaders sooner or later 
will be compelled to start edu- 
cational programs teaching 
blacks, morality, self support 

and how to live with each 


other, respecting the rights 
of all citizens. It is 
proven, welfare programs, free 


food, free housing, free medi- 
cal and perferental treatment 
in job hiring is not the ans- 
wer. The overall black pic- 
ture is worse today than 30 
years ago. 


Klan’'s location 
is not pleasing 


We are not thrilled at 
the prospect of Visalia Cali- 
fornia being linked in the pub- 
lic mind, however hazily, with 
a resurgeance of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

The heauty of the First 
Amendment is that is sanctions 
a shouting match of sorts. and 
it also indirectly sanctions 
the turning a deaf ear. It 
guarantees that no one group's 
shouts will be able to drown 
out another group's. 

Within the limits of the 
law, Klansmen may bark about 
“racial purity" all they want. 
And so what of the presence 
of a Klan leader in Visalia - 
just that arbitrary fact of 
his location here puts Visalia 
on some kind of Klan map? One 
man's home doth not a head- 
quarters make. Certainly not 
a headquarters in the full 
bustling sense of the word 
that we are accustomed to. 

Just because Loren Lowder- 
milk lives here, it would be 
grossly unfair to color the 
town or the county in the 
shade of the Klan. Visalia is 
a small town, you may say, but 
it is big enough to absorb a 
few Klansmen. 

Loren Lowdermilk was elec- 


ted Grand Dragon of California 
in Feb., 1986, Visalia is just 
finding out of his promotion. 
The queers, mixed breed mon- 
grals, blacks Communists and 
many other groups have marched 
and protested against whites 
havin the right of a frater- 
nal all white Christian organi- 
zation but all have wasted 
their time. The Klan is in Vi- 
salia, Ca. the Grand Dragon is 
in Visalia, Ca. and the Invisi- 
ble Empire Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan will turn California 
white.

City can’t do much to keep 
Klan out of town 


Hagerstown officials say 
the appearance of Ku Klux Klan 
members at Public Square was 
disturbing, but there isn't 
much that can legally be done 
to stop them from showing up 
again. 

Officials with the Klan 
said they will make a return 
trip to Hagerstown soon, but 
they didn't say when. 

Even though city offic- 
ials don't want the Klan here, 
there's little they can do 
about it as long as the law is 
obeyed. 

"There's some constitu- 
tional rights and civil liber- 
ty issues involved here," said 
Hagerstown Councilman Rod Wag- 
ner. 

Councilman Bob  Schleigh 
said the city could find it- 
self involved in a lawsuit if 
it discriminated against any 
group or infividuals wanting 
to distribute literature. But 
Schleigh said the incident may 
not have much of an impact, 
anyway. 

Six klansmen dressed in 
robes and a man outfitted in 
combat fatigues distributed 
Klan recruitment literature 
for about two hours on the 
square. They began about 
noon. 

A city police spokesman 
said there were no incidents. 

Samuel C. Royer of Roh- 
rersville, Maryland's Grand 
Dragon, said members of the 
Invisible Empire Knights of 


the Ku Klux Klan passed out 


about 1,000 Klan newspapers 
and pamphlets touting the 
white supremacist organiza- 
tion. 


City officials and Royer 
said it is the first time Klan 
members have ever appeared in 
public in Hagerstown to re- 
cruit new. members. 

"The response was fantas- 
tic up there," Royer said. "I 
knew it would be. I'm sorry 
we weren't there sooner." 

Royer said members plan 
to come back again soon and 
hand out another 1,000 to 
1,500 pieces of literature. 


The Klan has applied for 
a permit to conduct a cross- 
lighting and recruiting rally 
for the second consecutive 
year at Rocky Ridge near Thur- 
mont, in Frederick County. It 
is scheduled for August 16. 

Donald Davis, president 
of thw Washington County chap- 
ter of the NAACP, said it has 
been the local branch's policy 
to ignore the Klan and not com- 
ment on the group's activi- 
ties. 

Harry Robert, chairman of 
the Downtown Assessment Dis- 
trict, said the city can't 
legally prohibit the Klan's ac- 
tivities of passing out litera- 
ture.

ARMED FORCES DON'T BAR 
MEMBERSHIP IN KKK 

Fort Drum, NY., The De- 
fense Department is consi- 
dering changing its policy 
that allows sevicemen to join 
white supremacist groups. 

The KKK has attracted new 
members from areas south fo 
Fort Drum. 

Lt. Col. Peter  Wyro, 
speaking for the Pentagon, 
said the branches of the mili- 
tary are considering whether 
more rules should be insti- 
tuted to further the discou- 
rage participation in the KKK. ~- 

The KKK recently caused 
concern in the North Country 
because some apparent sympa- 
thizers left some posters and 
calling cards in Ellisburg in 
southern Jefferson County. 


The Army and other mili- 
tary branches say it is a ser- 
viceman's First Amendment 
right to join such groups as 
long as they do nothing that 
would embarrass the Army, said 
an Army spokesman. 

Policies that discourage, 
but do not forbid, activity in 
such groups are in effect 
throughout the Defense Depart- 
ment, said a Pentagon spokes- 
man: 

"We don't. have any policy 
prohibiting a soldier from 
exercising his First Amendment 
rights, but the absence of 
such a policy does not mean we 
encourage involvement in such 
organizations,” said Army 


sporesman Elaine Henrion. 
"Soldiers are forbidden from 
taking part in any activities 
that would bring shame upon 
the Army."

Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, at the request of 
the Southern Law Poverty Cen- 
ter, has asked each branch of 
the service to review their po- 
licies concerning involvement 
in white supremacist groups.

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The poverty gap widens 


Recent research documents 
indicate that today in America 
the trend is toward greater 
inequality of income between 
the rich and the poor. The 
gap is wider now than at any 
time since the Census Bureau 
began collecting such data in 
1947. 

By 1984, the poorest 40 
percent of all American fami- 
lies received 15.7 percent of 
the national income while the 
wealthiest 40 percent received 
67.3 percent. Poverty has re- 
surged, claiming 1 in 5 child- 
ren and 1 of every 7 families. 

While there are several 
major reasons why the poor are 
becoming poorer and more work- 
ing families are falling into 
poverty, the issue of taxation 
of families at the poverty 
level has emerged as a domi- 
nant factor. Taxes have be- 
come an increasing burden for 
low-income Americans. While 
families in the higher income 
brackets received some tax re- 
lief as a result of the tax 
rate cuts in 1981, those at 
the lower levels did not share 
in that relief and appear to 
be victims of what amounts to 
a bias against the poor in our 
federal tax system. + 


In 1979. a family of four 
at the poverty level paid 2 
percent of its income in feder- 
al taxes; in 1985, the same 
family of four paid 10.4 per- 
cent of its income in federal 
taxes. Families with gross in- 
come as much as $1,500 below 
the poverty line are still re- 
quired to pay taxes and over 
the last years the number of 
such families has more than 
tripled. The federal govern- 
ment is in the position of tak- 
ing tax dollars fined as hav- 
ing income insufficient to 
maintain livelihood.

selves. Many of our programs 
focus on helping people find 
or maintain employment, but 
the tax burden on those people 
is counterproductive. For 
this reason, we support the 
U.S. Tax Reform Act of 1985 
(H.R. 3838), particularly 
those sections that affect low- 
-income wage earners. 

Among these sections are 
the earned income credit, the 
standard deduction and the per- 
sonal exemption. Changes made 
on tH®se portions of the tax 
structure, especially increa- 
sing the personal exemption to 
$2,000, would eliminate tax 
for 6.5 million poor house- 
holds and reduce taxes for mil- 
lions of the working poor. It 
is widely believed that the 
bill, which has passed the 
House, will do more to relieve 
poverty than any social wel- 
fare measure in the last 15 
years. 

Under the current law, a 
family of four with earnings 
equal to the projected poverty 
threshold of $12.000 in 1987 
would owe $1,271 in combined 
income and Social Security pay- 
roll taxes. HR3838 would re- 
duce this family's federal tax 
to $399 all in payroll] taxes a 
69 percent reduction. 

Perhaps the greatest fea- 
ture of the new tax bill is 
those marginal 
income families at the edge of 
poverty, encourages them to re- 
main self-sufficient and ena- 
bles them to meet their needs 
through their own industry. 
Their alternative is to seek 
federal and state assistance 
in the form of food.stamps, me- 
dical care and energy assis- 
tance. To allow them to use 
their own earnings is by far 
the better strategy and the 
better investment in people's 
strength. 


HIGHER FOREIGN AID ALLOCATION REQUESTED 


The Reagan Administra- 
tion's new budget asks for 
more foreign aid, at a time of 


cuts in domestic spending re- 
quired by the  Gramm-Rudman 
law. The White House plan 


would increase aid to foreign 
nations in 1987 by $1.3 bil- 
lion, about 9 percent more 
than this year's level, accor- 
ding to a budget document pre- 
pared by the State Department. 
1986 foreign aid was listed 
at $14.7 billion in the State 
Department budget document. 
Palmer Stacy, Executive 
Director of Americans for Immi 
gration Control, blasted the 
proposa] in a press release 
from the organization's Capi- 
tol Hill office: "The American 
taxpayers cannot afford to sup- 
port the entire world. It is 


not fair to cut veterans' pro- 
grams, education, health care 
and dozens of other programs 
for American citizens, then 
turn around and give the money 
to foreign nations." 

Stacy went on to say, 
"Our opinion surveys show that 
the American people want less 
money wasted on foreign aid 
and the money saved used to de- 
fend our own borders."

ETERNAL VIGILANCE 
IS THE PRICE OF FREEDOM 
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Have you ever  wé6ndered 
what happened to those men who 
signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence? 

Five signers were cap- 
tured by the British as trai- 
tors and tortured before they 
died. Twelve had their homes 
ransacked and burned. Two 
lost their sons in the Revolu- 
tic ry Army, another had two 
sons captured. Nine of the 56 
fought and died from wounds or 
the hardships of the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

What kind of men were 


they? Twenty-four were law- 
yers and jurists. Eleven were 
merchants, nine were farmers 


and large plantation owners, 
men of means, well educated. 
But they signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence knowing 
full well that the penalty 
would be death if they were 
captured. 

They signed and they 
pledged their lives, their for- 
tunes, and their sacred honor. 

Carter Braxton of Vir- 
ginia, a wealthy planter and 
trader, saw his ships swept 
from the seas by the British 
navy. He sold his home and 
properites to pay his debts, 
and died in rags. 

Thomas McKeam was so houn 
ded by the British that he was 
forced to move his family al- 
most constantly. He served in 
the Congress without pay, and 
his family was kept in hiding. 
his possessions were taken 
from him, and poverty was his 
reward. 

Vandals or soldiers or 
both, looted the properties of 
Ellery, Clymer, Hall, Walton, 
Gwinnett, Heyward, Ruttledge, 
and Middleton. 

At the Battle of York- 
town, Thomas Nelson Jr., noted 
that the British General Corn- 
wallis, had taken over the Nel- 
son home for his headquarters. 
The owner quietly urged Gen- 
eral George Washington to open 
fire, which was done. The 
home was destroyed, and Nelson 
died bankrupt. 

Francis Lewis had his 
home and properties destroyed. 
The enemy jailed his wife, 
and she died within a few 
months. 


John Hart was driven from 
his wife's bedside as she was 
dying. Their 13 children fled 
for their lives. His fields 
and his grist mill were laid 
waste. For more than a year 
he lived in forests and caves, 
returning home after the war 
to find his wife dead, his 
children vanished. A few 
weeks later he died from ex- 
haustion and a borken heart. 

Norris and Livingston suf- 
fered similar fates. 

Such were the stories and 
sacrifices of the American Rev- 
olution. These were not wild- 
eyed, rabble-rousing ruffians. 
They were soft-spoken men of 
means and education. They had 
security, but they valued lib- 
erty more. Standing tall, 
straight, and unwavering they 
pledged: "For the support of 
this declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of 
the Divine Providence, we mut- 
ually pledge to each other, 
our lives, our fortunes, and 
our sacred honor.” 

They gave us an indepen- 
dant America.

COURT SAYS KLAN  FRISKS 
ARE ILLEGAL 


Police can no longer in- 
discriminately frisk every per- 
son attending a Ku Klux Klan 
rally in Connecticut, and past 
mass searches at KKK gather- 
ings were unconstitutional, a 
federal judge ruled . 

"The court holds that the- 
indiscriminates searching’ vot 
persons and  sutomobiles at 
Kian rallies violates the 
plaintiffs' right under the 
Fourth Amendment to be free 
from ‘unreasonable searches 
and seizures, U.S. Distruct 
Judge Jose A. Cabranes said in 
a 36-page decision. 


He was ruling in a case 
where two Klan officials sued 
two state public safety com- 
missioners, former Chief 
State's Attorney Austin J. Mc- 
Guigan and the city of .Mer- 
idan. 

The judge emphasized 
that he was not preventing in- 
dividual searches at Klan ral- 
lies if police suspected a per- 
son had violent intentions. 
He also said that if the atmo- 
sphere of future Klan rallies 
portended violence, the police 
could ask for permission for 
taking "more intrusive mea- 
sures.” 

Bill Wilkinson, a _ past 
leader of the national Invisi- 
ble Empire, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, and James Farrands, 
head of the Connecticut chap- 
ter of the Klan, had com- 
plained of the searches in 13 
rallies, some of them in Meri- 
den, held between 1981 and 
1984.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 

I would like to call your 
attention to a form of racism 
rarely discussed. I refer to 
a current practice of some 
schools that lower their 
academic standards for minor- 
ity students so as to enable 
them to attain a high enough 
grade point average to grad- 
uate. 

These schools whose 
records show the vast majority 
of drop outs and failures to 
be minority students are the 
very schools who fear charges 
of racial discrimination if 
they do not pad the records. 

Associate Attorney Gen- 
eral for Civil Rights, William 
Bedford Reynolds, points out 
that these schools "are lean- 
ing over backward to jimmy the 
numbers in terms of their grad- 
uation class." Reynolds vows 
to put an end to the "two- 
track systems" that leave mi- 
nority students "ill-equipped 
to read and write and deal 
with arithmetic concepts." 

This is all well and 
good: Maybe a taste of their 
own medicine will do them 
good.

HOMOSEXUALS CALL DECISION fighting because of a 


‘OUTRAGEOUS' 


The Supreme Court deci- 
sion upholding the constitu- 
tionality of a Georgia law 
against sodomy is a stinging 
defeat for homosexual rights 
groups that had hoped to use a 
favorable ruling to overturn 
similar statutes in 24 states 
and the District of Columbia. 

The court, in its 5-4 
decision, left it up to 
individual state courts and le- 
gislatures to deal with sodomy 
laws. (Iin Illinois, sexual 
acts between consenting adults 
are legal.) 

“This decision is an out- 
rageous violation of personal 
dignity,” said Eric Rofes, exe- 
cutive director of the Gay and 
Lesbian Center in West Holly- 
wood, CA. "It says people 
don't have a right to do what 
they want in their own bed- 
room, whether they are two 
men, a man and a woman, or two 
women.” 

"I think this will pro- 
mote a witch-hunt" against hom- 
osexuals, and Dan DeLeo, co- 
publisher of the weekly Gay 
Chicago. "I wouldn't be 
surprised if other states now 
tried to enact such laws."

In his 14 years on Capi- 
tol Hill, Mitchell has helped 
pen a number of affirmative ac- 
tion bills. And he acidly re- 
nounced current lawmakers who 
would put a lid on such legis- 
lation, calling them "modern 
day Judases." 

He spoke with loathing of 
federal lawmakers who have 
cut funding for housing for 
the poor in a period of stead- 
ily increasing defense bud- 
gets.

Mit- 
chell said he supports the 
loca) NAACP's fight against 
the county government in feder- 
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al district court. The asso- 
ciation is suing the county 
for issuing a permit to the Ku 
Klux Klan last year that allow- 
ed the group to hold a "whites 
only" gathering in Rocky 
Ridge. 

Mitchell said the local 
group should not only hold 
anti-Klan assemblies in 
churches on the day of planned 
KKK events, but should protest 
at the site of those rallies. 

Mitchell dismissed the 
notion that such confronta- 
tions would be dangerous. 


With idiots like Mitchell 
running our Federal Government

Bennett could be fined up 
to $1000 if convicted under 
the 1984 ordinance, which pro- 
hibits ownership of handguns 
in the suburb. 

Bennett said one robber 
brandished a pistol and threat- 
ened to "blow my head off" dur- 
ing the holdup. The robbers 
escaped with $600 in cash and 
jewelry valued at $660.

Its rallies in the early 
1980's attracted vocal anti- 
Klan groups, as well as others 
who were just as vocal in 
their support for the KKK. 
These groups, and not the KKK, 
provoked the violence in the 
three 1981 rallies. 

Y, 

The violence prompted po- 
lice to put crowd-control tech- 
niques into effect at 13 sub- 
sequent KKK rallies. Those 
techniques included the body 
searches, assigning larger num- 


bers of police officers, and 
separation of pro- and anti- 
Klan groups. No violence 
occurred at those rallies, 


where attendance ranged from 
35 to more than 1,000 specta- 
tors. No more than 30 KKK mem- 
bers attended each of the ral- 
lies. 

Połice conducted pat-down 
searches of all spectators and 
rally participants, while poc- 
ketbooks and similar articles 
were examined for weapons, 
Cabranes wrote. At some ral- 


/ lies, persons were required to 


empty their pockets, role up 
thier trousers, remove their 
shoes and reveal the contents 
of their wallets. 

Rocks, knives, baseball 
bats and firearms were confis- 


cated through those searches, 
he said. 
However, Cabranes said 


that the searches "were not ne- 
cessary or even particularly 
helpful in preventing violence 
at Klan rallies, and order 
could have been maintained 
through the use of the other 
crowd-control techniques.” 
Cabranes distinguished 
the rallies from prisons, air- 
ports and courtrooms, where 
universal 


searches are con- kumm 


ducted. The Klan rallies were 
being held to express poli- 
tical views at public places, 
while airports, courtrooms and 
prisons have special security 
needs that cannot be met 
through other law enforcement 
techniques, he said. 

"The court cannot promise 
that not even a black eye or a 
bloody nose will ever occur at 
any future Klan rally held in 
Connecticut. Our system or 
ordered liberty cannot guar- 
antee that the clash of views 


will never erupt into the 
clash of fists,” Cabranes 
wrote.

Take eight city police- 
men, four members of the Ku 
Klux Klan, and one atheist;

70 curious onlookers, and what 
do you have? 

Tuesday night's meeting 
of the Zion City Council. 

In one of the more unus- 
ual council sessions in recent 
history, Zion's leaders and 
those in the audience agreed 
to disagree with American 
Atheist of Illinois leader 
Robert I. Sherman of Buffalo 
Grove, who demanded religious 
symbols be removed from the 
city seal. 


"The Klan members were 


there to stand behind the 
city." The police and caméras 
were there because everyone 
else was. 


Sherman said he met with 
Zion Mayor Howard Everline at 
the Palatine Village Board 
meeting Monday night, where he 
was demanding that community 
remove a cross from its seal. 

The coureil, led by 
Billy McCullough, then pre- 
empted any opportunity Sherman 
might have had to disrupt the 
meeting. 

"We told Sherman the last 
time he was here that we would 
respond to his request on May 
20, and I think anything he 
may have to say to this coun- 
cil can wait until then," 


McCullough said, asking the 
council to deny Sherman the 
right to speak during the meet- 
ing. 

The four hooded 
Klansmen made no 
during the meeting. The four 
had been ordered to remove 
masks from their faces before 
they entered the council cham- 
bers. Police stood next to 
them in the rear of the room 
as the meeting went on. 

Leaving the meeting 
before it was over, one of the 
Klansmen said they had come 
“to support the city and the 
seal. We see no reason to 
stay any longer because the 
citizens are doing a fanstatic | 
job on their own. We will be 
monitoring the events and wil 
be back if it appears neces- 


sary. The half-dozen citizen 


who addressed the council said 
they were unified in support 
of the council's stand to take 
the matter to court if neces- 
sary. They said the seal isa 
symbol of a city founded on re- 
ligious beliefs and to change 
it on the whim of "an outsi-

MEXICO 


Mexico is now Top USS. 
Source of Heroin 

Mexico has become the lar- 
gest exporter to the United 
States of heroin, and perhaps 
of marijuana, according to an 
annual State Department report 
on worldwide drug production. 

The report by the State 
Department's Bureau of Interna- 
tional Narcotics Matters cal- 
led Mexico's drug-eradication 
efforts the "principal disap- 
pointment" of 1985. It blamed 
“drug-related corruption" in 


Mexico and increased activi- 
ties by traffickers. 

The report said diminish- 
ing government control over 
drug production south of the 
border was “in part a result 
of concerted efforts by traf- 
fickers to reestablish cultiva- 
tion sources in Mexico and in 
part because of an apparent 
spread of drug-related corrup- 
tion which has affected every 
facet of the enfor nent pro- 
gram." 
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IMMIGRATION REFORM VITAL 

The urgent necessity now 
for immigration reform pre- 
sents a similar kind of chall- 
enge. 

A critical test of the 
House of Representatives' abil- 
ity to withstand the organized 
lobbies on this issue will 
come in June. The House will 
have an opportunity to pass a 
bill that can be reconciled in 
conference with the responsi- 
ble legislation sponsored by 
Sen. Alan Simpson that has 
already been passed by the Sen- 
ate. 

A failure to take advan- 
tage now of this narrow window 
of opportunity to contro] the 
flood of illegal immigrants 
will throw the whole issue 
into the presidential cam- 
paign. As in 1984, the likely 
result will be no action. By 
the time legislation again 
becomes politically possible, 
the number of illegal aliens 
inside the United States will 
have multiplied to the point 
where violence becomes inevi- 
table. 

It is estimated that 1.8 
million illegals will be turn- 
ed back this year, while 3.5 
million succeed in joining the 
6 million or more illegals be- 
lieved already to be in this 
country. 


Living outside the law 
and paid substandard wages, 
this growing immigrant popula- 
tion is already seen by many 
in the Southwest and elsewhere 
as a heavy burden on local 
school and hospital budgets. 
But as long as U.S. employers 
are allowed knowingly to hire 
illegal aliens, the lure of 
easily available jobs will 
become an ever more powerful 
magnet to draw additional mil- 
lions across. a 2,000-mile bor- 
der that cannot easily be 
closed. 

While the problem jis 
still manageable, it promises 
rapidly to mushroom out of all 
control as the result of the 
population and economic pres- 
sures building in Mexico and 
Central America. With half 
its population under 16 years 
old, Mexico must try to absorb 
1 million new young workers 
into its labor force every 
year, when it is already suf- 
fering under a 40 percent unem- 
ployment rate. 

Adding more steam to this 
pressure cooker is the com- 
bined effect on the Mexican 
economy of falling oil prices 
and the growing burden of the 
interest due on the $100 bil- 
lion foreign debt. 

Faced with the absolute 
necessity of discouraging ra- 
ther than encouraging the cur- 
rent massive population flow

across the border, the Reagan 
Administration and a bi-par- 
tisan majority in Congress 
agree in general terms on what 
has to be done. In addition 
to continuing to build the bud- 
get, manpower and equipment of 


the Border Patrol, the most 
inportant single remedial 
action would be to impose 
civil and criminal sanctions 
on employers who knowingly 
hire illegal aliens. 

Similarly, there is wide 


agreement that those illegal 
aliens who can prove they have 
been in this country prior to 
a certain date should be eligi- 
ble for legislation, and the 

administration has agreed to 
an upper limit of $1.3 billion 

as the federal contribution to 
the states in their administra- 
tion of this amnesty program. 

Once a law embodying 
employer sanctions and amnesty 
govern- 
ment will be in lawful control 
of its borders. The magnetic 
pull of illegal jobs will have 
been removed and the exploita- 
tion ended of an underclass of 
illegal workers. 

If some kind of compro- 
mise in Congress cannot be 
worked out between these 
special interests, the nation- 
al interest. will be predic- 
tably and drastically damaged.

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EVOLUTION vs CREATION-SCOPES TRIAL 


Evolution vs. 
Creation--Scopes Trial Lives 


_ Again 


The U.S. Supreme Court, 
bless its reckless heart, took 
on one more religion case the 
other day. This one promises 
to be a lulu. The court is 
headed for a replay, more or 


less, of the fames Scopes 
trial of 1925. 
This is essentially the 


question the high court agreed 
to consider: May the state of 
Louisiana constitutionally 
direct its public school 
teachers to give equal time in 
their classrooms to conflic- 
ting theories of evolution and 
creation? 

The case originated in 
1981, when the state legisla- 
ture passed a law titled the 
"Balanced Treatment for Crea- 
tion-Science and Evolution 
Act." The law does not re- 
quire that teachers deal in 
any way "with the subject of 
the origin of man, life, the 
Earth or the universe." How- 
ever, if the subject is dealt 
with, teachers must give "bal- 
anced treatment" to theories 
of creation and evolution, and 
neither theory must be put for- 
ward as proven scientific 
fact. 

A group of Louisiana edu- 
cators, religious leaders and 
parents of children in the pub- 
lic schools immediately chal- 
lenged the act. They conten- 
ded that the law was nothing 
more than an effort by Christ- 
ian fundamentalists to write 
the Book of Genesis into the 
Code of Louisiana. 

A federal district court 
granted them summary judge- 
ment. The 5th U.S. Circuit 
affirmed by an 8-7 vote. 

From that decision Gover- 
nor Edwin Edwards has appeal- 
ed. The case will be argued 
in the October term and decid- 
ed in 1987.

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Sponsors of the Balanced 
Treatment Act deny that-their 
purpose is a manifestation of 


religion. They are concerned 
only with "academic freedom." 
They say theories of spon- 


taneous creation are as scien- 
tifically valid as theories of 

evolution, and they have offer- 
ed testimony of well creden- 
tialed professors to that 
effect. 


One such affidavit came 
from Dean H. Kenyon, a pro- 
fessor of biology at San Fran- 
cisco State University. He 
has been teaching biochemistry 
and human biology for the past 


20 years. "It is my profess- 
ional opinion," he stated, 
“based on my original re- 
search, study and teaching, 


that creation-science is as 
scientific as evolution.” He 
believes that “a scientifi- 
cally sound creationist view 
is not possible, but is to be 
preferred over the evolution- 


ary view." 
Eight judges of the 5th 
Circuit flatly disagreed. 


"Irrespective of whether it is 
fully supported by scientific 
evidence,” said the majority, 
“the theory of creation is a 
religious belief." The Consti- 
tution forbids the states to 
promote a religious belief. 

Seven judges dissented. 
The fact that creationism is a 
religious belief does not pre- 
clude the possibility that the 
theory mat be scientifically 
true. It is an abuse of judi- 
cial power to nullify a pre- 
sumptively valid state law be- 
cause of subjective ideas on 
"what must have been the true 
sentiment of the Louisiana Le- 
gislature." 

There the matter stands. 
In the view of the eight cir- 
cuit judges, the Louisiana law 
“continues the battle William 
Jennings Bryan carried to his 
grave." In the wiew of the 
seven dissenters, the eight 
have things exactly backward: 
By forbidding the teaching of 
creationism, and thus effec- 
tively requiring the teaching 
of evolution only the eight 
are stifling intellectual in- 
quiry just as surely as Tenn- 
essee's long-ago law stifled 
inquiry by forbidding the 
teaching of evolution. John 
Scopes lives again! 

It will be interesting to 
see what the Supreme Court 
does with the case. In recent 
years the high court has trea- 
ted the establishment clause 
of the First Amendment as a 
kind of mulberry bush. The 
court has gone ‘round and 
‘round, now approving a munici- 
pal creche in Pawtucket, now 
disapproving a "minute of si- 
lence" in Alabama classroons.

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GAINESVILLE KANGROO COURT 


-It became known to the 
Gainesville, Ga. KKK that 
Gainesville, Ga. had a major 
drug problem on Atianta Street 
in downtown Gainesville. 

Danny Carver talked to 
several policemen about this 
problem and what could be done 
about the problem and what 
could be done to stop the open 
sale of drugs and prostitu- 
tion. 

Police said they had 
given up on this area they 
said they get depressed when 
they make a drug arrest and 
the judge just lets the drug 
dealer go on probation or 
puts a fine on them that 
causes them to sell more drugs 
to pay the fine. Atlanta 
Street is the black section of 
town and goes through a black 
housing project one policeman 
said the only way to clean up 
this are would be with a bull- 
dozer. 

On March 22, 1986 the Ku 
Klux Klan from North, Ga. went 
to this area to protest the 
sale of drugs. Danny Carver 
had policemen that followed 
him from his home and by the 
time he arrived on Atlanta St. 
there were about 70 law offi- 
cers on the street some from 
the city some from the county 
some from the state patrol and 
several G.B.I agents. 

The Klan picked the Ga 
Mountain Center as a place to 
put on robes and get signs 
ready at this time a member 
from the White Patriot Party, 
Billy Roland showed up, he had 
heard by calling the Klan hot 
line; the Kian was going to 
be protesting. Roland started 
taking pictures of G.B.I 
agents as soon as he got out 
of his car and was arrested 
for disorderly conduct before 
the Klan left the Mountain 
Center parking lot which is at 
least 1/2 mile from Atianta 
St. 


Carver lett the Ga. Moun- 
tain Center parking lot march- 
ing with 10 Klansmen all carry- 
ing signs protesting drugs ex- 
cept Carver, he was carrying 
a model thompson machine gun. 
This machine gun modei was 
checked two times before he 
arrived on Atlanta St. and 
both times the policemen gave 
it back to his and toid him to 
go ahead. 

Carver was carrying this 
toy to draw more attention in 
order to publicize the drug 
problem in this area and known 
to everyone. 

When the Klan arrived on 
Atlanta St., blacks started to 
gather up and make threats to 


them. Carver decided to put 
the toy gun away before some 
black thought it was real and 
used that as an excuse to 
shoot at them. We had a car in 
the area and the toy was out 
of sight by 11:00, 

At about 12:00 a black 
man came up to Carver and said 
that he was a black leader and 
that he wanted Carver out of 
his side of town. Carver 
talked with him about 30 
seconds and this black man 
Jalasker Lyles left. This con- 
versation was taped by a city 
policeman that followed Carver 
taping everything he said all 
day long. 

Several] times the blacks 
would rush toward the Klan in 
large crowds of over i00 
blacks and the police in riot 
geat would rush between them. 

There were only 10 Klans- 
men, 4 were wom;en and 2 were 
children. The chief of police 
asked me to cross the street 
and stand on the other side 
tor our own safety because the 
biacks were becoming violent 
and several! botties had alrea- 
dy been thrown at the Klan 
trom across the top of an 
apartment building. 

The Klan crossed the 
street and within 15 minutes 
the blacks were crossing the 


street toward them in large 
crowds they were screaming 
"“Kill-em" "Kill-em" because 


the crowd was so big. 


One black woman knocked 
a sign out of a Klanslady’s 
hand once and a policeman put 
her under arrest but when the 
other blacks saw this they 
rushed to her aid and in fear 
ot a riot the policeman let 
the black woman go. 

After about 3 hours the 
Klan left and waiked back to 
town and stood in front of 
city hal} whiie I took one 
Klansmen with me and went to 
the county jail to see what 
was needed to get Billy Roland 
out of jail. Carver was told 
he needed to get a $100.00 
dollar bond signed. So Carver 
signed his bond. When Billy 
Roland waiked out of jail and 
talked to Carver this was the 
first time Carver had ever 
talked with him in person. 
However Carver had heard him 
give a speech in Canton, Ga. 
2 years earlier. 

After getting Roland out 
of jail the Klan returned to 
Atlanta St. to continue their 
protest, Carver was arrested 
as soon as he returned to 
Atlanta St. and was charged 
with simple asault against 
Jalaska Lyles. CON'T ON PG 7

And the pinkos who dream- 
ed up this nightmare lured 
parents into signing consent 
forms by telling them the pro- 
gram was for cultural enrich- 
ment. 

"My wife and I expected 
an innocent program on history 
and geography,” fumes John Mc- 
Laine, who let his Il-year- 
old daughter Erin take the 
course.

Yet, Frederic Vorlop, the 
assistant superintendent ot 
the school district, stood by 
the 14-year-old program. 

“Jt helps students better 
understand the difference be- 
tween a closed, communistic 
society and a free, capitalis- 
tic one," he says. But Steve 
Allen, assistant publisher of 
the Consevative Digest Maga- 
zine, reports:

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GUN ISSUE SNARLS CT 
COURT 


A uniformed state trooper 


refused to testify in court 
without his gun and the judge 
dismissed drunken driving 
charges when the prosecutor 
said she couldn't proceed with- 
out the trooper's testimony. 

the decision by Superior 
Court Judge John D. Brennan is 
part of a continuing dispute 
between Connecticut judicial 
and police officiais over guns 
in the courtroom. 

Brennan said that he or- 
dered Sgt. William Longo to 
remove his gun because he 
thinks weapons in court pose a 
security threat and also be- 
cause they could prejudice a 
case. "A weapon on a trooper 
in uniform in court would have 
a subtle, persuasive effect on 
a jury," he said. 

Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Rosita Creamer asked Bren- 
nan to reconsider, and told 
the judge toe state had nocase 
without the trooper. 

Brennan then dismissed 
the suspect, who was charged 
with his second drunken dri- 
ving offense. 

State Police Commander 
Col. Lester J. Forst. has re- 
fused to allow troopers to tes- 
tify without wearing their 
guns, saying their lives might 
de ın danger. Forst says the 
lack of metal detectors ın 
many state courtrooms means 
that "the only unarmed person 
in a courtroom might be a tiroo- 
per.”

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Jesse Jackson's People 
United to Save Humanity (PUSH) 
has received millions of tax- 
payers dollars. Jackson is un- 
deniably one of the best knowr 
of the civil rights leaders, 
most recently because of his 
spirited attempt to secure the 
Democratic party's persiden- 
tial nomination in 1984 and 
for his voters registration 
drives that organize mostly 
black voters to support var- 
ious causes. Jackson is a pro- 
tessional politican, although 


his role is more that of a 
politicat middleman between 
elected officials and black 
citizens. His views are con- 
sistent with the modern civil 
rights vision: Supporting 


forces busing quatas, and in- 
creased welfare expenditures 
and oppossing such policies as 
tution tax credits, tax reduc- 
tion, and expenditure re- 
straint. He also supports 

among the harshes critics of 
President Reagan, he has been 
widely quoted as saying "Long 
Live Fidel Castro" while on 

his visit to Cuba in 1984, and 

he still is remembered for his 

embrace of Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization leader Yas- 
ser Aratat in 1978. 

Jackson's PUSH organiza- 
tion is divided into several 
nonprofit corporations, includ- 
ing the PUSH Fundation, ar 
Ohio trust based in Chicago; 
Operation PUSH; PUSH interna- 
tion Trade Bureau, Inc; and 
another Illinois nonprofit . or- 
ganization that works with cor- 
porations, and PUSH for Excel- 
lence, Inc. an Ohio nonprofit 
organizations with offices in 
Chicago. A major focus of Jack- 
son's operation is of minority 
children! In claiming to pur- 
sue these goals, PUSH receivea 
more than $5 million in feder- 
al grants from 1977 to 1981 
from the cepartments of Educa- 
tion, Labor, Health, and Hunan 
Services, and Commerce, as 
well as millions of dollars in 
state and local government 
grants. 


The city government of 
Los Angles for example, gave 
PUSH $667,000 for the 1978-79 
school year. There is reason 
to believe however, that some 
ot these funds have been used 
for purposes other than “vital- 
izing" black students with slo- 
gans about Jackson's "SA's"- 
attention, attendence, atti- 
tude, atmosphere, and achieve- 
ment. 

In 1983, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education's Office of 
Insector General completed 
nine audits of federal grants

awarded to PUSH. The auditors 
concluded that of the $4.9 mil- 
lion given to PUSH from !977 
to 1981, nearly $2 million was 
spent in ways that may have vi- 
olated regulations prohibiting 
the funding of organizations 
engaged in political activity. 
Even though the grants were 
awarded to PUSH-EXCEL, and 
PUSH share office space in a 
Chicago building owned by 
PUSH. They also share certain 
programs and supportive ser- 
vice personnel. Common expen- 
ses were also shared by both 
organizations. The auditors 
found that the taxpayers had 
paid travel expenses and regis- 
tration tee for employees of 
the Operation PUSH to attend 
at least three of their nation- 
al conventions in 1979,1980, 
and 1981. Other examples of 


questionable spending included 
the following: 
*A $] million contract 


award to provide aid to “inner 

city school students to pro- 

mote excellence and improve mo- 
tauvation" was used to‘ buy bas- 

ketball uniforms for a fund- 

raising celebrity game, a con- 

tribution to a Los Angles high 

school for a dinner dance, 

costs relating to girls basket- 

ball tournament, and band acti- 

vities. PUSH also charged the 

government for entry fees for 
a parade float sponsored by 
the’ Los Anglies Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

* A $656,644 grant aawar- 
ded by the Department of Educa- 
tion in March 1981 was used 
for insurance for a dance 
group, donations to a Chicago 
track club, and airfare to 
coordinate the Black Leader- 
ship Conference in Holly 
Springs, Miss. 


* A grant was used to 
help mail out 2,000 fund- 
raising letters to area busi- 
ness and regular contribu- 
tions, to write letters to 
foundations seeking donations, 
to sell tickets for a dinner 
playhouse that would raise 
funds for PUSH, and for hold- 
ing business luncheons to ob- 
tain donations. 

After evaluating these 
and other grants, the Depart- 
ment of Education declared 
that Jackson had "misused" 
more than $1.7 miiiion in 
grants and recommended that 
the money be returned. In gen- 
eral the auditors believed 
that the money had been mis- 
handled “because of a lack of 
domentations for some expen- 
ses, claims for salary or 
expenses performed by project 


employees who were doing non- 
grant related work and claims 
for expenses not connected 
with projects.: In several 

cases, money had been with- 
drown from program accounts, 
"but no justification for 

expenditures was offered." 
Although the Department ot Edu- 
cation insists that nothing 
done was of a "criminal na- 
ture,” these uses of taxpayers 
funds leave open the possibi- 
lity that some tunds may have 
been used to finance Jackson's 
political organization, includ~ 

ing his voter registration 
drives and his bid tor the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. In. any case, it is 

clear that much of the grant 
money has been used in ways 
that are not directly related 
to educating minority youth. 
PUSH's own records, for exam- 
pie, show that PUSH-EXCEL has 
paid out more money in recent 
years for salaries than for 
program services. 

These facis are not my 
own, but was read from a book 
called:Destroying Democracy- 
How Government Funds Partisan 
Politics. Written By: James 
T. Bennett, and Thomas J. Dil- 
orenzo. Although it is a very 
good book, it gives about ł00 
different nigger organizations 
that are getting money trom 
the government for scam cover 
up organizations.

"We are trying 
to work something out amica- 
biy.”

When Carver had a hearing 
on this charge Jalaska Lyles 
claimed under oath that he 
never saw the toy machine gun. 
He said that Carver told him 
to get back or he would shoot. 
He said Carver had his hand ‘in 
his pocket and he thought Car- 
ver had a gun. He said he was 
scared because as a child the 
Klan had caused his family a 
lot oł trouble. 

On Sept. 22, 1986 Car- 
ver's triail started. On the 
first day Klan attornys tried 
to get copies of all pictures 
that the newspaper and law en- 
forcement had. The newspaper 
had their own attorney and in 
the end the judge didn't make 


them give us any pictures 
taken by the paper. Ali of 
the pictures taken by the GBI 


were reviewed by the judge and 
he said only 4 were revelant 
to the case and he gave them 
back to us. 


The Klan attorney didn't 
get to look at any of the 
other pictures after he. asked 
the judge to let him look at 
ail pictures and decide for 
himself if they revelant or 
not. 

After taking two days to 
pick a jury and Carvers trial 
started, Carver was: not tried 
tor saying get back or I'll 
shoot, he was tried for know- 
ing Bill Roland. Hewas tried 
for being in the Ku Kiux Kian, 
he was tried for wearing a 
Klan robe in the black area 
of town. he was tried tor nav- 
ing a toy machine gun and was 
tried for exercising his Con- 
slitutional rights of free 
speech and peaceful assembiy. 

Confirming at least 70 
policemen were on the scene, 
not one officer could take the 
stand and say under oath that 
they had heard Carver threaten 
anyone. Severai officers said 
they heard Carver get threat- 
ened and saw bottles landing 
near the Klan severai times. 
One officer said he heard Car- 
ver teiling ali Kian member to 
just ignore the biack threats 
and Keep caim. 

The main officer used ın 
the prosecution, Captain Mar- 


ion Darocott and the three 
blacks that were used by the 
State were all four caught 
tying under oath’ by the Klan 
attorney. 

This was election year 
for District Attorney Bruce 
Udoiph and he used the Kian 


case in every piece of cam- 
paign literature tnat he hand- 
ed out and every ad that he 
placed in the newspaper sta- 
ting that he was fighting 


against the Ku Klux Klan. 

This was clearly a poli- 
tical prosecution since the 
D.A. was trying to gain votes 
by attacking the Kian. 

District Attorney Bruce 
Udolph felt the sting of the 
Kian, and this was possibly 
the reason he _ perputrated 
untruths. Udolph iost the 
election by such a wide mar- 
gin he did not get in the run- 
off. 


He had cost ihe county so 
much money on this case he 
couldn"t stop after he lost 
the election. He tried to get 
the Klan to back off of a de- 
mand for speedy trial so he 
wouldn't have to be the one to 
handie the case he knew he 
didn't even have a case. But 
because of restrictions that 
had been placed on Carver the 
Klan wanted to get it over 
with. 

After the state had res- 
ted their case in court the 
Kian attorney didn't teel they 
had proven anything, the Kian 
didn't even use several of 
their witnesses. The Klan 
didn't think they were needed. 

The District Attorney mis- 
used and misrepresented ali of 
the evidence that was pre- 
sented in the _triai. In his 
closing argument the judge 
would not let the Klan attor- 
ney” say anything after the 
D.A. finished. The jury came 
out after one hour with a ques- 
tion about the picture that 
the District Attorney had mis- 
used but the judge said ai: 
evidence speaks for itself and 
sent them back with no answer. 

After 3 1/2 hours they 
came back with guilty. 


Carver was given four 
years on probation wilh 30 
days to serve. Carver can not 


wear a robe or any Kian cio- 
thing or Kian jewelry and can- 
not. have any weapons or toy 
guns in his possession for 4 
years and he is subjected to 
being searched at any time. 

Carver has appealed to a 
higher court and he is out on 
a $25,000 apeai bond. 

The transcript in this 
case alone will cost nearly 
$3,000 dollars. 

it is evident Carver does 
need any financiai support you 
Kian members as individuais 
can ofter him, he also needs 
Kiavern and Reaim support. 

Carver is a fighter and a 
definite threat. to drug push- 
ers, dirty politics and dirty 
cops this is the reason the es- 
tablishment is trying to shut. 
him down.

A black professional who 
into a west Orange Coun- 
ty apartment awoke to find a 
letter from the Ku Klux Klan 
taped to his front door. 

The man, who requested 
anonymity because he feared 
reprisal, said he was angry 
and worried that the problem 
could escalate. _ RA 

"I was enraged," the man 


said. "I felt vengeance was 
due.” 

But the man, who moved 
from another state to the 


apartment south of Valencia 
Community College's west cam- 
pus, said he caimed down after 
realizing the incident was an 
exception to the generally 
good racial conditions he 
found in Orlando. 

“It's been a 
town," he said. 

A co-worker at the man's 
company calied the letter an 
“act of a Neanderthal.” 

“I'm just shocked that it 
is happening in Orlando, Flori- 
da, in 1986," said Bob Bill- 
ingslea, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Urban Lea- 
gue in Orlando. 

The letterhead of the pho- 
tocopied letter reads, “Invisi- 
bie Empire Knights of The Ku 
Klux Kian, Five Points, Ala- 
bama.” 

Calls to the tejephone 
number on the letterhead were 
not answered. Directóry assis- 
tance lists the same number 
tor the Ku Kiux Kian. 

The letter also gives an 
Oriando post office box as the 
address of the locai KKK. 

The letter appears. to be 
a message sent to members warn- 
ing them about a "Genocide Tre- 
aty" and threats to the Bill 
of Rights.
